Atliens, Greece. June 12. — A warn- 
ing to Turkey which fell little short 
of a formal declaration of hostilities 
was uttered today by Premier Veni- 
zelos of Greece in the dtamber of 
deputies. He was spealdng on the 
treatmaot of Greek subjeete in Tur- 
key. 

The premier characterized the 
Turkish persecutions of Clri^eksas 
being "of a character such as history 
had never known until today, their 
object being the elimination of pop- 
ulations which had been living in 
those plaasa far aavani tbooaand 
years." 

Venizelos said the attention of 

Turkey had been repeatedly called to 
the dangers likely to arise from these 
persecutions, but the Turkish gov- 
ernment's only reply was to attri- 
bute the movement to vengeance for 
the alleged sufferings of the Mussul- 
man population in Macedonia. He 
estintated the number of Greek re- 
fugees who had already arrived in 
Greece or were waiting transporta- 
tion at about 100,000 all of whom he 
declared, were abandoning their en- 
tire poaseasioMin ordarto eseape 
persecution. 

iteports have been current for sev- 
eral weeks of unrest in the Balkans 
and of the ever-increasing aeutaoass 
el tha attnatioa batwesB Turkey and 
Greece. A general feeling has pre- 
vailed in Europe that Turkey was 
preparing for another conflict with 
Greece with the object of reconquer- 
ing the torritery she had loat In the 
recent war. Expulsions of Greek 
subjects from Asia Minor well as 
from European Turkey have been 1b 
progreaa for soma time.

Redding. Cal., June lb -Mt. Las- 
sen finally erupted with volcanic fire 
Sanday, and one naa is Mpartod 
killed, one injured and two driven 
temporarily insane as a result of the 
terriilis ootborst from the enter, 
which had baen latent foK< oMny 
years. 

Reports that seem to be authentic 
came that a party of eight men wIm 

had ventured near the crater just 
before the sixth eruption were over- 
whelmed by a sudden explosion that 
sent a mass of rock, ashes and thick 
smoke some 2,000 feet in the air. 

A rock fell on the head of Lansing 
Oraham, a inmbennan, of Vida, 
Cal.. according to the report, and 
crushed him to death. Another man 
in the party was severely injured. 
Ibe man, with the aid of hiseom- 
panions, fled from the scene a.s racid- 
Iv as possible. The report added 
that one of tite men later became de- 
mented because of the terrible ex- 
perience. ' Two others are said to be 
missing. 

There was a seventh outbreak of 

the peak last evening and persons at 
Red Bluff reported flames could be 
seen issuing from the greatly en- 
larged crater. The latent volcano 

seemed to l>e in full eruption after 
nearly two weeks of what appeared 
geyser activity. Steam and vapor 

had been emitted and some rocks 
and ashes had been reiiorted during 
the interveninjr onttireuks.

Mediators Insist CamBali^ 
Delegates Will Not be RacTA 
Without an Arniistica. 

Niagara Mis, Ont.. Jvae 15.— 

Delefat'" fr .ni the United .Sutet' 
and the Iluerta government FridHy 
formally affixed their signatures IV 
the presence of the mediating r«i^ 
resentatives of Argentina, BrasMani' 
Chile, to the first protocol of the se- 
r es through which it is hoped to re* 
store |)eaee in Mexico. 

The agreement reached in relatiorv 
to the manner of transferring tmr 
exeoiilive power from Huerta to the 
new provisional government, stood 
the acid test of redvetieB to writlac;r 
It provides that: 

"A government is to beeonstita* 
ted in Mexico of a character to be* 
later provided, which shall be reco|r* - 
niaed by the United Stetes on (dato ' 
to be affixed) and from that daHv 
forward shall exercise public tnoC" 
tions until there shall be inaugurate 
ed a constitutional president." 
This plank in tlie peace plan wasre* 
duced to the form of a prot(>coi after 
more than three weeks of discussion, 
in the last three days of which so 
serious disagreement, had ariasn that 
the success of the entire mediatioi* 
program was threatened. The brief 
protocol was significant of two 
thinggs: 

HUERTA IS NOT MENTIONED. 

It makes no mention of Gen. Hu- 
erta as the provisional president, 

and, na stated in the Associated Press 
dispatches last night, it omits the 
method of transfer which the Mexi- 
can delegates and mediators suip^ 
Rested and to which the VnlteS 
States St renunusly <il)jected :in the^ 
ground that its retention would be 
tantemount to recognition of the ex- 
isting regime. The Mexicans provid- 
ed that Huerta should name as min- 
ister I'f forci^rn afTair-i the man 
agreed upon here as provisional 
president. 

The omission of references to the 
methed of succession and the flat 
statement that iin a certain date 8 
provisional government shall arise in 
Mexico to which the United Stetes 
will accord recognition, satisfies the 
insistence of the American delegates" 
that no step.s shall be taken tha» 
could be construed as a recognit>oe> 
of Hnerta. 

On the other hand, llu' Mexicaiy" 
delegates while abandoning the eoA^ 
sUtutional form of succession as • ' 
part of the protocol, are satisfied be- 
cause it doe». not specifically deny 
HuerU's right to name as minister 
of foreign affairs Uie man chossD ' 
hera for provisional president, if tha ' 
latter accept designation from hinv 
It ia not considered pmbable, how*' 
ever, that the new provisional prwi« 
dent, who is likely to be a constito* 
ttooaHst, woold take the executive 
power directly from Huerta, hut he 
might do so from some other indi-- 
vidual whom i 
authority. 

NAMES FOH PKRsidkn r NEXT, 

As for the American d. legates, 
they consider the method of tr i; t. . 
a closed incident All parties ar* 
now conaaBtratiat en the seeoaf 
part af tha peace plan, which wi'IT 
form another protocol. It relates ta 
the names of tlie provisional presi- 
dent and probably will include hi» 
cabinet oflleers.

ChicQ^ June 16.— AtMai E. Ste- 
inson. Vies President of tiw United* 

States through the second Cleveland 
administration, died Saturday night 
at a hospital after an illnesa of sev- 
eral months. His three ehUdren 
were at his bedside. 

Adlai Ewing Stevenson, once Vice 
President of the Unitsd SUtes. had 
a long, honorable pabHe career. He 
was Vice President from 1893 to 1897 
under President Grover Cleveland 
In 1900 he was again nominated 
the DaoMcratie party for Viee Pres 
ident and ran with William J 
Bryan, the party's candidate for 
President, but was defeated. He 
served as a member of the Forty- 
fourth and Forty-sixth Congresses. 
From 1886 to 1881t he served as First 
Assistant Postmaster General under 
Pres dent Clevelaud. 

His last appearance as a candidate 
for public office was in 1908 when he 
was nominated for Governor of Illi- 
nois by the Democratic ppurtsr and 
was defeated by Giarles S. Deneen, 
Republican. 

He was born in Christian county, 
Ky.. October 23, 1835, of Scotch-Irish 
parentage. In 1886 his parents mov- 
ed to Bloomintrton, 111. He a'ten<l- 
ed the public schools and the Illinois 
Univwrrity. 

In 1866 he graduated from Centre 
College, Danville, Ky. There he was 
classmate of Senator Joe Black- 
burn and other Kentucky youths who 
later became prominent in public 
fe. He signalized the ctusc i/f his 
college career by marrying a daught 
er of Dr. Lewis W. GrasB, prssMent 
of the college.
